The 
oil and seed arp used in the manu­ 
facture of cook ing oil, p aints, live­ 
stock feed, human food and ce­ 
reals. 
Permanent p astures are gaining 
p op ularity , and blue p anic grass 
is leading the list of better intro­ 
duced grasses. 
It is a p ermanent 
grass that livestock lik e and one 
that will grow on a wide range of 
soil ty p es and under fairly dry 
eonitions. 
This grass was introduced from 
Australia and was first p lant* In 
Tex as on the Chillicothe ex p eri­ 
ment station farm in 1935. It is 
a p erennial warm season grass, 
growing in large dense tufts and 
attains a height of four to seven 
feet. 
Growing habits are 
similar 
to sudan 
up right, very rap id and 
is p alatable until It begins to p ro-' 
duce seed heads. It is p lanted a t 
the rate of one p ound p er acre 
in regular rows, and should not 
be grazed closer than eight 
to 10 
inches. 
Sp ring p lanted small grains sucfi 
as oats, were given a boost 
by * 
the rains. Fall p lanted wheat and 
oats will he help ed, but 
many 
fields had already headed out and 
the rain is just too late to be a 
lot of help . 
Cotton will still be a permanent 
crop with the increase in allo t­ 
ments, and if more moisture co mes 
during the growing season,

Bowen Pope, editor of The Ham­ 
lin Herald was 
celebrating his 
twentieth anniversary in Hamlin. 
He reviewed in his columns that 
there were only nine business 
houses still operating that wrere 
in business when he came 20 years 
prior to 1934. 
Prizes were posted for the Tri- 
County Fair, to be staged May 4 
in Hamlin. 
Hamlin Cotton Oil Mill pointed 
out in an advertisement that the 
price of cottonseed had recently 
been raised from $6 to $24 per ton. 
Cottonseed meal was advertised 
at $1.45 per 100 pounds, and hulls 
at $10 per ton. 
Among prices advertised by Al­ 
britton Food Store were: Block 
chili, 10 cents; barbecue, 20 cents; 
cream cheese, 15 cents; Star cof­ 
fee, with cup and saucer free, 
three pounds for 89 cents. 


Release of Cattle from Mexico Poses 
Market Problem for Raisers in U. S. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Benson announced on April 14 that 
if the favorable situation in Mex­ 
ico with regard to foot-and-mouth 
disease continues, and there are 
no new outbreaks, the U. S.-Mexi­ 
can border will be opened to meat 
and livestock imports at the end 
of this year, it is pointed out this 
week by Te Gouldy, special mar­ 
ket reporter for The Herald, in 
his release. 
He continues: 


The prospect for heavy imports 
of Mexican cattle and beef are 
considered likely since the Mexi­ 
can devaluation of the peso re­ 
cently. 
The dollar balance of 
Mexico can he replenished to con­ 
siderable degree by sale of cattle 
and meat in the United States, 
but this is not likely to meet with 


much favor among the bulk of the 
cattle producers. 
Especially af­ 
fected will be the producers of 
the “ plainer” 
kinds of 
stocker 
cattle. 


Cattle run at Fort Worth Mon­ 
day was 1.100 above a week earli­ 
er and 1,300 above a year ago on 
the same date. 
Same pattern de­ 
veloped at all the nation’* major 
markets as shipments were un­ 
usually large for the season. Some 
24,500 more 
cattle, 2,100 more 
calves, 
20,000 
more 
hogs 
and 
13,000 more sheep were reported 
by 12 major markets than on the 
same day a week earlier. 
The 
heavy movement 
turned 
virtually all classes lower, except 
fat calves and high grade Stock­ 


ers. 
These classes were steady, 
but most other cattle were weak 
to 50 cents or more lower. 
Good and choice fed steers and 
yearlings sold for $17.50 to $23, 
with common and medium kinds 
$13 to $17. 
Fat cow's drew $10.50 
to $13.50, a few* to $14 and better 
ond the hciferish type. 
Canners 
and cutters drew- $7 to $11. Bulls 
netted $11 to $15. 


Good and choice fat calves cash­ 
ed at $17 to $22, ar.d common and 
medium sorts brought $17 to $19, 
with culls at $10 to $13. 


Medium, good and choice stocker 
steer calves and steer yearlings 
sold for $16 to $20, and similar 
heifers sold around $2 to $2.50 
under. 
Sheep and lamb trade, facing 
numbers nearly one-third larger 
than a week earlier at the 12 
major markets, weakened at all 
points. 
Bearish tone of the East­ 
ern dressed meat trade in which 
some points reported lamb an­ 


other $1 or more lower, had an 
adverse effect. 
Good and choice spring lambs 
drew $20 to $22. 
This compared 
with a $24 
top late last week. 
Cull, common and medium slaugh­ 
ter spring lambs drew $10 to $19. 
Stocker and feeder spring lambs 
sold at $13 to $17. 


Shorn fat lambs of good and 
choice kinds sold for $18 to $20, 
while cull, common and medium 
kinds sold from $7 to $17. Stock­ 
er and feeder shorn lambs drew 
$14 to $19, the latter price on 
mixed and fat lambs. 


Aged wethers sold at $10 
to 
12. and yearlings and two-year* 
odls sold at $12 to $15. Old ewes 
drew $4.50 to $6. Old bucks *old 
for $4 to $5. 


A surprising increase of some 
21,000 head in the hogs offered 
Monday at 12 major markets lop­ 
ped 50 cents per 100 off prices of 
butcher hogs and sows at Fort 
Worth Monday. 


Highways Must Be Next 


Action taken by the Texas Good Roads 


Association in Austin last week in setting up 


a program it can sponsor to provide funds for 


needed highways is most gratifying.

Extension 
work 
in

is 
carried on cooperatively by the 
United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture, Texas A. & M. College 
system and county Commissioners 
Courts. 
The home demonstration 
program is an educational pro­ 
gram for women and girls w'hich 
offers a variety of opportunities 
for learning during every-day liv­ 
ing and for leadership in commun­ 
ity activities. 


In the United States there are 
3,700 agents helping the women 
in 
home 
demonstration 
work. 
Texas has a total of 233 county 
workers in the field.

counties are volunteer local lead 
ers w’ho attend training schools 
to learn to demonstrate new and 
better methods of doing things 
through 
actually 
carrying 
out 
these methods in the home.

The other point is that the v ari­ 
ous departments will some day 
he located in other cities within 
a radius of 50 miles.

— Representativ e 
Omar Burleson of Tex as puts for­ 
ward this two-fold plan he be­ 
liev es would ease the foreign aid 
burden

1. Permit partial restoration of 
the historic trade J apan former­ 
ly had with China and nearby 
Russian-held islands, in non-stra- 
tegic materials only and under 
rtgid controls. 
2. Sell the surpluses to friendly 
nations and accept pay ment in 
their currencies if they had in­ 
sufficient dollar credits. 
Burleson, a strong opponent of 
Communism and the only Tex an 
on a congressional committee deal­ 
ing directly with foreign affairs, 
outlines his thinking like this: 
"J apan right now is tottering 
on the brink of bankruptcy . 
‘It is costing us $1,000,000,000 
a y ear to hols*er up their econ­ 
omy . 
That’s money y ou and I 
hav e to dig up in tax es. 
’The only alternativ e to pay ­ 
ing out that sum indefinitely ia to 
permit J apan to resume at least 
partially the commerce it has had 
in the historic past with China 
and with those nearby Russian- 
held islands which normally sup­ 
ply J apan with coal. 
J apan now 
is required to get coal from the 
United States, at two-thirds great­ 
er cost." 
The quiet-speaking, serious Tex ­ 
an say s he personally would fav or 
permitting J apan to resume its 
trading on a carefully controlled 
basis with the bamboo-curtained 
areas. 
"Our own economy won’t stand 
subsidizing J apan indefinitely to 
the tune of a billion dollars y ear­ 
ly ,” he said.

Cotton farmers of the Hamlin 
area are reminded that a new’, 
highly potent insecticide will be 
in limited use this year against 
cotton insects. 
Endrin. closely related chemic- 
lly to dieldrin, has been found by 
agricultural research scientist en­ 
tomologists to be the best insecti­ 
cide thus far tested against the 
combination of bollworm and boll 
weevil, according to B ill Lehmberg, 
county agent. 
As little as 0.15 and 0.25 pound 
of endrin per acre gives longer con­ 
trol 
with 
one application 
than 
toxaphene, the only other single 
insecticide recommende for both 
bollworm and boll weevil. 
Endrin 
also 
controls 
thrips, 
leafworm, 
flea hopper and other cotton in­ 
sects. 
It is not effective against 
the pink bollworm or spider mite. 
Enrin was tested in 1953 under 
widely divergent conditions. 
At 
Florence, South Carolina, its use 
raised seed cotton yields as much 
as 746 pounds per acre. 
In Mex­ 
ico 
it 
controlled a 
heavy boll 
weevil infestation so successfully 
that seed cotton yields increased 
1,071 pounds per acre. 
Lehmberg reminds farmers that 
endrin is toxic to warm-blooded 
animals, so users are cautioned to 
follow recommendations on 
the 
label.
